This relieves the situation of the embarrass- 
ment over which the republicans have been 
for several days gloating. They have every- 
where proclaimed that the president whether 
he signed the Scott exclusion bill or vetoed it, 
would pay a heavy penalty at the November 
election. But the rejection of the treaty by 
China removes the only objection to the sign- 
ing of the bill by the president, and this, it is 
assured, he will promptly do.

WasHINGTON, September 21.—In the senate, 
Mr. Stewart introduced a bill regulating the 
presentation of bills and joint resolutions to 
the president of the United States, which, 
after a brief discussion, was referred to the 
committee on rules.

This provision 
shall not be construed to in any wise affect or 
diminish or waive any rights now existing in 
behalf of the United States to declare the for- 
feiture of any of the lands embraced in any such 


nt. 

The house then went intoa committee of the 
whole on the private calendar.

of private bills. 

At the evening session, Mr. Bingham, of

THE CENTRAL'S BONDS. 


Drexel, Morgan & Co’s. Big Purchase of Se- 
curities. 

New Yor«t, September 21,—[Special.]—It 
was whispered in Wall street today among 
those best informed in southern railway mat- 
ters. that the Central railroad of Georgia, had 
made.a big bond with Drexel, Morgan & Co., 
butiparticulars were not generally known. 

By close inquiry your correspondent gath- 
ered the following facts: 

Recently the Georgia Central directors au- 
thorized the issae of ten million dollars of five 

ercent, forty year, collateral trust, gold 
ponds, to be sold as needed. It is said that 
President E. P. Alexander has been conduct- 
ing the negotiations for several weeks and 
that he today sold Drexel, Morgan & Co., 
five millions of these bonds positively, and 
practically closed the bargain with them for 
the remaining five millions. The collateral 
trust for the security of the bonds is now being 
examined by the attorney of Drexel, Morg@n 
and company, and if found satisfactory, the 
big trade will be immediately closed. This ex- 
amination is scarcely more than a matter of 
form, since all deotatle have been thoroughly 
discussed and mutually agreed upon by the 
contracting parties. . 

The price paid for the bonds is kept secret, 
but it is reliably stated that the terms of pur- 
chase are very fiattering tothe credit of the 
Georgia Central oompenny. This is the 
largest transaction that Wall street has 
made in southern railroad securities since 
the war, and shows the steady growth of 
confidence in the new south as a field for in- 
vestment. 

All southern stocks were dull on ’change 
today, owing to the distressing reports of the 
wide-spread of yellow fever. Louisville and 
Nashville, Richmond Terminal, Norfolk and 
Western, and Tennessee Coal and Iron shares 
suffered the sharpest declines. 

The big bond sale by the Georgia Central to 
such sagacious financiers as Drexel, Morgan & 
Co.shows that the depression in southern 
properties on the exchange is more the result 
of the manipulation of speculators than any 
real disturbance of confidence. } ee eg

REPUBLICAN BOODLE 


Is Being Foured Inte North Carolina for 
Campaign Purposes. : 

Racveicnr, N. C., September 21.—[Special.}]— 
A consultation of republican bosses was held 
here ten days ago in the matter of the situa- 
tion in the second congressional! district. 

Two years ago there were two republican can- 
didates, both negroes. They antagonized each 
other bitterly, and F.M. Simmons, democrat, 
got in, being the first democrat elected to rep- 
reselt that district. The same state of affairs 
exists now. There are two republican candi- 
dates, both colored. Their names are Cheat- 
ham and MeBane. Both have been engaged 
in active canvass, While Simmons, who is 
again the democratic candidate, is doing 
earnest work. Several days ago Speir Whitta- 
ker, chairman of the democratic state execu- 
tive committee, learned that the plan of the 
republicans was to buy off either Cheatham or 
McBane and run only one man against Sim- 
mons and spend money to defeat the latter. It 
appears that all arrangements have been per- 
fected and McBane has been boughtjoff. It is 
said that the protective league furnished the 
funds. This same organization is also sending 
money to this state for general republican use. 

Chairman Whittaker says he has informa- 
tiom that the republicans are receiving money 
in ample quantities and that they are certainly 
making renewed efforts to carry this state. 
Word has been passed that North Carolina can 
be put in the republican column by the free 
use of money, and it will certainly be spent 
here. Whittaker says he is told that the re- 
publicans give up the idea of carrying Michi- 
gan, and wil} devote means and efforts in the 
endeavor to carry North Carolina. This in- 
formation ought to ee demoerats fu this state 
on their mettle. Chairman Whittaker svoke 
very freely this afternoon of this new element 
of danger.

AN EPIDEMIC IN BOTH PLACES. 


The Whole Mississippi Valley Quarantines— 
Shot-Guns in Use—The Crisis Reached 
in Jacksonville—118 New Cases. 
scninetilRiciiiianasiciis 


The reports from the fever-sicicken cities. are 
far from éncouraging. 

In Jacksonville, the cases are largely among 
the. negroes, who recover easily. The physi- 
cians think the crisis has been reached. One 
hundred and eighteen new cases are reported, 
and fourteen deaths. 

Decatur, Ala., is . almost . depopulated. 
Among those remaining there is such panic 
thatit is almost impossible to obtain reliable 
information concerning the situation. One 
death is reported, while the new cases are 
stated variously at.seven and sixteen. 

The scenes at Jackson are like those at 
Decatur. The disease seems to have originated 
there. Eight cases are reported, and it is be 
lieved that there have been others.

The Day in Jacksonville~—Trouble With 
Nurses-—Other News. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., September 21.—[Spe- 
cial.}—The weather continues cool and bracing 
and the general impression prevails that the 
epidemic has about reached its climax. 

Most of the new cases reported werese among 
the colored people and the disease is seldom 
fatal with them. In faet, of the whole popu- 
lation at present inthe city, itis estimated 
that fully one-half has already had yellow 
fever and has recovered from it. The death- 
rate is still large, but this may fairly be attrib- 
uted to the fact. that the bad weather of last 
week sent many convalescents into a relapse. 

Troubles With Nurses. 

The outside nurses sent here from various 
cities and under various charges are creating 
no end ef trouble. Many of them are no better 
than adventurers picked up on the streets, 
who have come here to make what they can 
during the epidemic, and in any manner pos- 
sible. It is even hinted in some quarters that 
the criminal classes are not unrepresented 
among them and that wholesale pilfering from 
unoccupied houses may be leoked for as a re- 
sult. There is no good evidence that such is a 
fact, however. The board of health is order- 
ing all incompetent and insubordinate nurses 
under arrest; they are sent into quarantine at 
Camp Perry for ten days and then are set 
loose, but are not allowed to return to the city. 

A question of law has arisen under the action 
of the board. Has acounty board of health'a 
right to deprive a man or woman,at present in 
Jacksonville, of his or her personal liberty? 
Can the board arrest these nurses, and compel 
them to leave the city? Such action may be 
in the interest of public safety, but many peo- 
ple, while not sympathizing with nurses,regard 
this action.gs a high handed outrage. 

The follewing paragraph appeared in the 
Times-Union this morning: 

Miss Sadie Davis, one of the nurses who reached 
this city Iast Sunday from New York, was not of

She aud two otbers were sent here by the Jackson- 
ville relief committee, resident in New York. It is 
said thatshe has not turned out to be so efficient 
aud faihtful as could be wished, and she will, 
therefore, be sent to Camp Perry, by order of the 
board of health, where she will remain in quaran- 
tine prior to her return to New York. Yesterdaya 
reprieve was secured her to explain the charges 
against her. Thetwo Murrays, one of the New 
York ‘Star, the other of the Detroit Journal, 
have- already been ordered into. quarantine 
at Camp Perry by the board of 
health for good and sufficient reasons. 

Upon reading this, Sadie put on her war 
paint and vowed vengeance upon newspapers, 
doctors, correspondents and all Florida. She 
attempted to keep the World correspondent 
from giving any publicity to her case in New 
York, and finding him non-committal, threat- 
ened to ‘‘make it hot for him’’ if he did. She 
claims to be secretary of the Kansas Press as- 
sociation, and intends, it is said, to find an 
‘“‘organ’’ somewhere in the country through 
which to ventilate her grieyances. She was 
sent to Camp Perry just the same. 

Another case which has created no little ex- 
citement in the am a is that of 
Dr. Grossart, of ew rleans, who 
came here to practice his profession. He is a 
young man about 25 years of age, is a graduate 
of the Louisiana Medical college and an expert 
chemist, besides being visiting surgeon to the 
Charity hospital in New Orleans. He was as- 
signed to duty here at St. Luke’s, but it is said 
that he drank up all the liquors (even to alco- 
hol) which he could find about the premises, 
and then sarsaparilla, and has appeared drunk 
on the streets. At any rate, the board of 
health ordered his arrest today, and he was 
sent to quarantine at Camp Perry. 

Another instance of excess of authority, so 
many think, on the part of the board of health. 
Grossart isan American citizen and claims that 
the board has no right to arrest him and send 
him away. If they can prove drunkenness he 
is willing to be taken to police court and be 
fined for it; further than that, he has as much 
right to his liberty of person as any citizen 
of Jacksonville. He threatens to bring a big 
suitfor damage, and lawyers say that he has 
au excellent case.

THE SITUATION IN DECATUR. 


Four Cases Certain and Probably More—Gov- 
erninent Quarantine Wanted. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., September 21.—[Spe- 
cial. }— Decatur is now almost depopulated and 
nearly every door is closed against the fleeing 
people. They have left town in every imagin- 
able way, and some have walked miles to 
board a train only to find that they could enter 
none of the cities and towns lying near them. 

It now looks as if the fever took a rest after 
the death of Spencer, the first victim, only to 
dash down again on the ill-fated place with 
redoubled force. The worst is yet to come. 
Communication with Decatur after nightfall 
is entirely cut off, as both the railroad and 
Western Union telegraph offices close at six 
o'clock. 

The crisis evidently came last night, as the 
following telegram from Dr. Jerome Cochran, 
state health officer who is on the ground fight- 
ing the scourge, will show: 

Decatur, Ala., Septemcer 21.—To Dr. John B.

I know of four cases here 
now, two o!d eases ready to die, and two new cases 
positively and probably several, The excitement is 
intense.

The Exact Situation in the Stricken City— 
The Panic There 

Jackson, Miss,, September 21.~The excite- 
ment of yesterday was greatly increased by 
three new cases this morning.

It is generally conceded that all 
the cases originated here and were caused by 
excavations and disturbing the tilthy sewers 
on the depot grounds during the past two 
months.

JACKSON, Miss., Sentember21.—The follow- 
ing extra issued by the Clarion Ledger at 4 pb. 
m., embraces all the fever news up to that 
hour, except that words can’t describe the 
rush and panic which has seized the people. 
Four-tifths of the whites have left and 
many negroes. 

‘*Like a bolt of thunder from a clear sky,” 
the physicians announced yesterday evening 
at 3 o'clock, that there were three suspicious 
cases of fever in Jackson: John Lorance, 
policeman, Mr, Lee, painter of new Illinois 
Central depot, and Mr. Calhoun, clerk in 
depot. Dr. Wirt Johnson stated that the 
health authorities would at once telegraph the 
fact to the country and suggested that the 
citizens be at once notified of the situation. A 
notice was accordingly placed onthe Clarion 
Ledger bulletin board andin a few minutes 
the excitement was intense and universal.

The 
stores are all nearly closed and most of the 
provisions have been hauled tothe surround- 
ing country. The local physicians, with Drs. 
Purnell and Igleheart, at a conference last 
night, pronounced the cases named genuine 
yellow fever, and today the following new 
cases are reported: Charles Daley, David 
Shipple, Frank Kavanaugh and Joe Bourne— 
all workmen on the new Illinois Central pas- 
senger,depot. 

It is now generally believed that Sandy 
Jones, the colored pastry cook at the Law- 
rence house, who died Wednesday afternoon, 
died of yellow fever. 

John Larance died at2 o’clock today, and 
Mr. Calhoun is not expected to live tonight. 
It is generally conceded that the fever origi- 
nated here, and is attributable to the excava- 
tions and disturbance of sewers and gutters at 
the railroad junction during the past two 
months. 

The Howard association, that did such noble 
work in 1878, was organized today. Twenty- 
five names were enrolled pledged tothe dis- 
charge of any duties the situation 
may demand.

C., September 21.—[Spe- 
cial.}—Mr. J. A. Turner, one of the Jackson: 
ville refugees at Hendersonville, has written 
a letter here denying that the refugees there 
are suffering. He says they are receiving the 
kindest treatment at the hands of the people. 

A telegram has been received from J h 
Mozyck, of Hendersonville, stating that ‘the 
conduct of the Charlestonians precludes one 
pte any assistance from Charleston.’ If¢ 
is thought the conduct referred to is the fact 
that Charleston quarantined against Hender- 
sonville as soon as it was known that the 
fever was there, and that a number 
of Charlestonians who have sur 
mer residences in Hendersonville lott 
there as soon as the refugees arrived. A sub. 
scription has been started here for the sufferers 
at Hendersonvilic, bat on receipt of this mea 
sage funds were sent to Jacksonville. Old 
physicians agree that there is no danger of the 
fever spreading in Hendersonville but deem it 
best to allow no Florida refugees to enter this 
city from any point. The fever has heen kept 
out thus far and the authorities are deter- 
mined to keep it out to the end. 

From New Orleans. 

New Orterays, La., September 21.—All 
towns situated on or adjacent to any railroad 
in Mississippi have quarantined against Jack- 
son and in most cases shotgun quarantines 
have been established and placed an embarge 
on freight and passenger traflic from that 
point. The Little G, road connecting Jackson 
with Natchez and Vicksburg, and the Meride 
ian which connects Jackson with Vicksburg, 
have discontinued trains. All communication 
between those points is absolutely cut off. 

It was reported here that a portion of the 
railroad track between Harrison and Vicks- 
burg has been torn up by the frightened people 
in order to force trains to stop. Good grounds 
exist for believing the report true. There is 
scarcely any fear that any refugees will be 
able to reach Louisiana or New Orleans by 
by river, for Jackson has been isolated and the 
people from there have no means of reaching 
the Mississippi river. 

A Shotgun Quarantine. 

New Organs, September 21.—A special to 
the Picayune from Natchez, Miss., dated yes- 
terday, says: 

The city is in a fever of excitement tonight 
at the yellow fever reports from Jackson, and 
a shotgun quarantine will be established at 
once. <A large excursion party from Natchez 
which visited Jackson, are shut ont from their 
homes. All trains on the Natchez, Jackson 
and Colambus railroad, beyond Hamilton, 
having been stopped, a special train was sent 
out at 11 o’clock tonight to bring in Natchea 
people from Cooper’s wells, Harrington and 
other points along the road, who have not 
been to Jackson.

Chattanooga's Strict Measures. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tonn., September 21.—[Spe- 
cial.]|—The board of health met this evenin 
with Judge Whiteside and a larga number o 
prominent citizens present. Since the spread 
of yellow fever to a number of cities our health 
authorities have taken the precautions to keep 
refugees out. A most rigid quarantine bas

have not been in any infected district inside of 
fifteen days. A reward has been offered for 
any refugee inside the city limits and if any

Chattanooga is in a very healthy condition 
and intends to stay so. The quarantine force 
was increased lifty members today.

Louisville Not Afraid. 

LOUISVILLE, September 21.—The train from 
Decatur, which arrived this morning, brought 
to Kentucky between 200 and 300 yellow fever 
refugees from Decatur, Ala. A large number 
left the train at smaller towns and have seat- 
tered through thestate. About sixty came on 
to this city. Most of these had relatives or 
friends, to whose homes they went. A few 
went to hotels, but did not register from Deeca- 
tur. One of the refugees was found 
at the Louisville and Nashville office, and 
said: ‘‘We had torun the gauntlet through sey- 
eral places in the south and had to conceal our 
identity in order to escape being thrown into 
quarantine. When we left Decatur, there had 
been four cases of fever reported, and I don’t 
know how many have occurred since then. 
For several days past there have been ramors 
there that the scourage had broken out, but 
the officers of the board of health believed they 
could check the desease and prevent a panic. 
As soon as it became known, the wild- 
est excitement ptevailed, and all those who 
could leave the city, lost no time in doing so, 
There were about 250 on the train I left.on, 
but they dropped off at points all along the 
line, and not more than fifty came to this city, 
A terrible state of affairs exists in all sou 
ern Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana and 
Florida. Business is practically dead. Visi- 
tors shun the town, and half the homes are 
deserted. Beiering people need all help and 
sympathy that can be extended them.”

CHARMED BY A SNAKE,

THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 


R. G. Dun & Co.’s Review of the Trade of 
the Week. 

New York, September 21.—. G. Dun & 
Co.’s review of the trade for the week says: 

It has been a week of sensations in stocks and of 
moderate trading and changes in the other specula- 
tive markets. The volume of legitimate business 
continues to improve, though less than many antici- 
pated. Crop reports are altogether favorable as to 
corn. but less clear or satisfactory respecting wheat 
or cotton. Toe general average of prices has again 
declined slightiy and the fall, since August 31st, is 
nearly 1 per cent., the advance in July and August 
having been about 2% per cent, In stocks 
a severe reaction averaging $3 per share culminated 
last Saturday, and there has since been an ayera,e 
advance of $1.50 per share, with a rapid rise in some 
securities that had been sold for-future delivery on 
foreign account, or otherwise. 

Jankers are somewhat disappointed because the 
movement of products and demand for money do 
not increase as rapidly as reports oflarge crops had 
led them toexpect, Butthe crop wiich is most 
important, in railroad or tinancial aspects, is not 
large.

But the feeling still prevails that a large business 
may be expected for the coming season, though full 
supplies of money at western and southern centers 
may cause demands upon New York to be lighter 
than usual, Official reports show that money in 
circulation of all kinds was about $1,361,000,000, 
September first, against $1.321,000,000, a year ago. 
Reports from interior pointsshow that money is 

enerally in ample supply, though the mar- 

et is tight at Atlanta. Collections 
have so far improved '_ that complaints 
are now very few. For speculaiion, money here is 
in abundant supply, but for commercial uses the 
market is growing harder. 

It is still noteworthy that a feeling of great confi- 
dence as to the future prevails, and the iron market 
grows harder at Philadelphia, though Thomas 
company still sella at $18 for No.1. Coal moves 
largely on past contracts, and the output thus far is 
8 per centia excess of that of last year. In wool, 
prices are a shade her, but the speculative de- 
mand has abated, and tbe demand for goods being 
still unsa‘isfactory, purchases of manufacturers are

Foreign trade has improved a little. but exports 
for the past three weeks from New York are still 
nine per cent below last year’s, while importg here 
siow an increase of nine per cent. Prelimina 
statements for August show that exports of bread- 
stuffs, provisions, cattle, cotton and ofl were $8,577,- 
338 smaller than for the same month last year, or 23 
per cent, but last year’s exports for that month were 
exceptionally large.

THE FARMER'S COURSE 


Defended by Commissioner Jno. 
T. Henderson. * 


The Attitude of the Alliance Toward the 
Bagging Trust—The Cotton Crop— 
How the Rain Affected It. 


Commissioner of Agriculture John T. Hen- 
derson, just returned from his Newton county 
plantation, tha spoke to a CONSTITUTION re- 

er: 

“On Wednesday last,’’ said Mr. Henderson, 
‘*T ran hurriedly to Covington to see the con- 
dition of things in and about my plantation. 
When I arrived in Covington I found it court 
week and I had the pleasure of meeting many 


' of my old friends and acquaintances. 


‘Not long after the preliminary greetings 
were over I began inquiring after the condi- 
tion of the cotton crop of Newton county. Of 
course their respective statements as to the 
conditions varied. Some thought themselves 
damaged fifty per cent. Some more, some 
less, ranging as low as ten, but after close in- 
quiry I believe those claiming to have been 
damaged twenty-five per cent were 
largely fin the ascendancy. This wa 
on Wednesday, several days after 
the cessation of the terrible rain of the preced- 
ing Sunday and yet the most advanced of the 
farmers had only the day before resumed their 
cotton picking, The rains have continued, 
with but one interval long enough to do any 
kind of farm labor from about the first of 
September to about the ninteenth of the same 
month. 

“Ofcourse the damage was great, in many 
instances ruinously affecting some crops and 
seriously damaging almost all others, Now, 
what was true in Newton I presume to be with 
all others in the vicinity of Atlanta at least. 
From whatI saw here and heard through the 
press, this disaster seems to be co-extensive 
with the cotton states. 

“These things being admittedly true, what, 
I pray, would be a more natural result among 
the farmers than seemirng tardiness in bring- 
ing their cotton tomarket? Would merchants 
have it brought to their doors through the 
slush, dripping, as it advanced, like a water 
sprinkler? Iseea S‘prominent gentleman,’ 
in yesterday’s CONSTITUTION, though feebly 
adisitting the existence of the rains, yet con- 
veys the impression all the way through his 
interview that the farmers are eager to avail 
themselves of any and every excuse to avoid 
the pagmeae of their just debts. Hespeaks of 
the bale covered with coffee sacks and sent to 
Marietta as being illustrative of farmers 
as a Class. Again, he speaks. of 
an alliance agent coming to Atlanta 
to furnish bagging for a large number of farm- 
ers, but was instructed not to purchase jute 
bagging at any price. I do not think any other 
determination could have been more natural 
than that of the farmer to smash outof ex- 
istance any corporation, trust, syndicate or 
any other name you may please to call it, who 
had taken advantage of their necessity just at 
the threshold of the season to extort any por- 
tion, be it ever so small, from their hard earn- 


ings. 

‘*If there had been any just reason for that 
advance in the price of jute bagging, 
as sensible men being apprised of 
the fact, and the causes that lead 
thereto, the farmer would have willingly 
pocketed his misfortunes. But, fortunately, 
the farmers had banded themselves in the 
form of farmers’ alliances in time, at least, to 
partially arrest that unholy combination. 

‘‘Ffad this trust not been stopped, or at least 
badly stunned, as I am sure it was, there is but 
little means of determining where the ad- 
vances would have ended. It is currently 
stated that the trust had announced their de- 
termination to continue this advance of a half 
cent a'yard every week or, perhaps, every 
month to the end of the season. In view of 
such things how could it have been otherwise 
than to excite the most serious apprehensions 
of the farmers? 

“Yes, sir, they have met it like good and 
true men as they are, and — will continue 

1eir metal, until 
jute bagging will be remembered only in 
name. ‘The farmers can hardly hope to accom- 
plish all they want in one season, but in view 
of the faet that assurance can be readily ob- 
tained on cotton covered with their own pecu- 
liar fabric, and in view of the fact that cotton 
is less combustible than jute and equally as- 
surable, is it not to be wondered at thata 
change should be seriously contemplated in 
the near future. 

‘‘ ‘Prominent Gentleman’ I think ngw has no 
seMous fears of non-payment of farii- 
ers’ liabilities, if you will give them 
time, and no great time at that. Duly 
consider the terrible ordeal) through 
which they have just gone, and make no more 
comparative tables of receipts compared with 
the receipts of 1887. The seasons were en- 
tirely different. There were no equinoctial 
rains to spoil the crops, and hinder farm work 
last year. No high water courses to make 
washouts on railroads, and floods that almost 
swept populous cities from existence last sea- 
son. as we have had this. 

‘Large areas of farm Jands can no more rap- 
idly recover from such disasters than can large 
cities. Yousee somewhat how our unfortunate 
neighbors of Augusta stand today. She has 
both large wealth and a large population and 
is bending every muscle, both of body and 
purse, to overcome the destruction produced 
by the overflow of the Savannah. With all of 
her wealth and all of her population the disas- 
ter to the city is perhaps no greater in propor- 
tion than that which has befallen many hun- 
dreds, singly or collectively, of our feliow farm.

‘The city of Augusta has never asked for 
assistance. I have no idea sheever thought of 
such a thing. Neither have any of our farmers 
as yet asked indulgence from the hands of 
their creditors. They will meet all demands 
that they cgnsider just during the present 
season, if justice to their wives and little ones 
will allow it.’’

“Ever since that road was completed to Car- 
roliton there have been ramors t the Cen- 
tral was after it. When it was published in 
‘Tue Constitution that the road would be 
extended to Atlanta, Colambas and Mont- 
gomery, I noticed that the rumors appeared to 
gain strength. But up to date I know of no 
trade.”’ 

‘‘Has the Central made any move toward 
securing control of the road?” asked the re- 


porter. 

“Not that I know of. But I do know that a 
party of Central railroad officials 
took a trip over the road a short 
time ago, and] understand were favorably 
impressed with the line and its prospects, as it 
runs through a fine territory.’’ 

“What would be the principal object of the 
Central in obtaining control of the Chatta- 
nooza, Kome and Colum)us?’’ 

“In the first place, if the Central owned that 
line it would not have any fear of competi- 
tion on business from Columbus and Mont- 
gomery. As the projected extensions under 
the present management would not be built. 
In the second piace it would give the Central 
aline of its own to Chattanooga, through a 
territory that promises to bea paying one for 
joca! business.”’ 

“If the Central should secure the road, it 
would not be a bidder for a lease of the West- 
ern and Atlantic would it?” 

‘Possibly not, but how would it work if the 
Louisville and Nashville and the Central sys- 
tems should be consolidated under one man- 
agement and then obtain control of the West- 
ern and Atlantic? That would make a pretty 
gtrong combination wouldn’t it?”

The release of John Dillon from an Irish 
jail, simply because the medical report upon 
the state of his health declared that he was 
unable to bear close confinement, shows that 
the tories are beginning to weaken.

The gov- 
ernment felt that it could not stand the 
Odious responsibility of bis death, and the 
gates were thrown open, and the dying pa- 
triot was permitted to return to his family 
and friends. 

If anyone thinks that Dillon's spirit has 
been broken by his imprisonment he will 
Ond himself mistaken. The eloquent home 
ruler has lost no time in assuring his people 
that he proposes to renew the struggle for 
the rights of Ireland as soon as he is strong 
enough to make his voice heard.

Nor is Dillon alone. O’Brien is urging the 
tenants to resist evictions to the last ex- 
Rremity, although he is well aware that his 
course Will cause him to be prosecuted for 
the second time.

The Defeat of Mahone. 

Mahone, of Virginia, is the victim of his 
own methods. He rose to power on the 
negro vote, and now the negro vote of Vir- 
ginia is practically arrayed against him and 
his political plans—all because he is too 
terrific and tiresome to long remain a boss. 
Last Wednesday the negro delegates rep- 
resenting the republican voters of the fourth 
congressional district of Virginia met in 
Farmville in convention and repudiated 
Mahone’s leadership.

A FAMOUS ACTOR DEAD. 


Boston, Mass., September 21.— William 
Warren, the actor, died at 9 this morning. 


The announcement of the death of William 
Warren will cause genuine sorrow in Boston, where 
he bas farso many years been a central figure. 
Boston was the scene of his early triumphs and bis 
later succeeses, and with that city he has been 
thoroughly identified since he first went there asa 
member of the Boston mock company in 1847, 


Warren came from dramatic stock, his father, 
William Warren, and his mother being famous 
actors in their day. His father was also the most 
prominent manager inthe country, and the boy 
was thus brought up in the atmosphere of the 
theater, 

His first appearance on the stage was in 1832, the 
occasion being a testimonial to his motherand her 
family, his father having recently died. Young 
Warren took the part of young Norval in ‘‘Dougilas,”’ 
Jamis E. Murdoch, who saw him a year later, de- 
scribes him as a solemn-looking young man, more 
like a divinity student than anything else, studying 
hard to achieve success in his profession, 

His first New York appearance was some time 
early in the forties. Later he went to the Albany 
theater and then made a tour of the west. He met 
with some success in Lundon in 1845, and then re- 
turned to Albany.

Warren’s first distinct success was made in 
Albany as Sir Lucius O'Trigger in “The Kivals.”’ 
This performance is said to haveshown a distinct 
advancement in his art, and from that time his suc- 
cess was assured, From 1447 to 1864 he wasa mem- 
ber of the stock company at the Boston Museum, 
taking in that time nearly six hundred ditterent 
characters, He develo into the leading Ameri- 
can representative of the school of acting belong- 
ing to the old English comedies. William Winter,

A Review of an Interview With Judge 
Hammond. 

Eprrors Constitution: Judge Hammond, 
Iam fully persuaded, is honest and sincere in bis 
efforts to mitigate the great evils clustering around 
the retail liquor traffic, by first of all, removing that 
which he conceives to be the chief cause, yiz: The 
barrooms. But is he correct in this well-meant suz- 
gestion? That is the question upon which I propose 
to dwell today. Is he not simply imitating many 
other good men who have gone before in the work, 
all of whom bave signally failed? Read the bistory 
ofthe Maine law agitations during the past thirty- 
eight or forty years, (I have read them) and 
he will find proof conclusive of all I assert. 
I think human nature is about the same in Georgia 
as it ls in Maine, and it isto my mind just as likely 
to fail here as it has failed there. 

What has all the agitation of the drink question 
accomplished in Maine? Let me answer by stating 
facts that exist, and can be proven to any unpreju- 
diced man's satisfaction. The police records of 
Portland, Bangor and all the other large cities in 
Maine will substantiate the fact that in proportion 
to population there areas many reported cases of 
drunkenness there as in Georgia, and in addition to 
those cases, a mountain of other suits for violations 
of the existing laws relating to prohibition fill the 
records of the courta, 

Now, we all know that in Maine. licensed bars 
are unknown. The same “war cry” which the 
judge is now repeating in Atlanta: “THE BARS 
MUST GO!’ sOunded over that state nearly half a 
century ago, and they did go, but how then can 
drunkenness exist in Maine? Does the judge sup- 
pose that by simply waving the magic wand of pro- 
hibition over Atlanta, a transformation scene will 
at once follow and men (poor frail humanity) be 
turned into deities of purity and virtue? Does he 
hope to accomplish morein a year or day than 
Maine has been able to accomplish in forty years? 
“THE BARS MUST Go,”’ saysthe judge and he thinks 
it about time to **make war tothe kunife.’’ I think 
that war to the knife idea, was started here in 1885, 
and kept up until the local cption law was foisted 
on the free people of Atlanta, and what good did 
itever accomplish? Will the judge tell us? I will 
tell you of some of the Evils it accomplished. It 
destroyed a hundred thousand dollars worth of 
property invested in a legitimate business. It caused 
a depreciation in rentsof from 10 to 60 percent. It 
drove hundreds of good men and many, many thou- 
sands of capital into other fields for business and 
investment, and it did many other things which 
were of no benefit to our city, and as far as concerns 
its moral effect, it was the most sigtal failure of all. 
Our worthy recorder had no more spare time to go 
fishing then, than now. He was kept about as busy 
attending to violators of new laws as he had for- 
merly been in looking after “old offenders,” 
and it required just as many policemen to 
keep order as it ever Gid before, and in short 
all the golden dreams of that happy ‘‘new era’”’ in 
Atlanta's history, which was tocome to a realiza- 
tion by this law, was never realized, 

Heaven is my witness that I abhor drunkenness 
with a perfect loathing, and will avoid contact with 
a drunken fool as I would avoid contact with any 
other filthy beast, but my plan of procedure in the 
effort to redeem drunkards, (I mean habitual) dif- 
fers widely from that of Sam Jones, Sam Small and 
Judge Hammond, I don’t believe in this 
“war to the knife’ business, nor do I _ be- 
lieve [in the paternal idea of making frail 
humanity better than state or municipal laws 
regulating their tastes or their private morals, 
atter they have arrived at maturity and are sup- 
posed to be able to judge and act for themselves, I 
would, if I felt ‘‘cailed’”’ to work in the field of 
moral reform, adopt the Father Mathew plan as the 
most feasible one. I'd try and persuade men whom 
I knew to be injuring themselves physically and 
morally, by over-indulgence, with arguments such 
as that good old philanthropist used, to induce them 
to sign a pledge, binding their honors to abstain. 
Did you ever hear of that grand old apostie ot tem- 
perance, berating distillers or brewers or barmen? 
He had too thorough a knowledge of human nature 
to do so, but he put himself to work 
to accomplish by moral suasion that which 
others failed to do by impractical laws, and 
by brute force, and his work lives today. 
in its good effects upon those upon whom it was di- 
rected. 

Can the fanatics of Maine from Neal Dow down 
tothe present active agi:ators of the question of 
prohtbition, claim any such results, 

Let us compare for the sake of illustration the 
workings of a good, well regulated, strictly en- 
orced license system, with bars to a total prohibi- 
tion of the sale of spirits and beer without bars, and 
see what conclusion we can arrive at, Suppose we 
close the bars where men now go when they wish 
to drink a glass of good wholesome and refreshing 
beer, sold by persons working under restrictive 
laws, governing the trafic. Men whoare responsible 
for the good order of their several houses, and 
who at once forfeit their licenses to sell, if violating 
any part of it, including the selling to minors, to 
habitual drunkards, toa person of whom they are 
notified by members of his family not to sell to, 
and, in short, around whose business privileges are 
thrown every safeguard that could be suggested for 
the protection ef society against the evils of the 
drink habit, what would follow? I think I need 
but point to our experiences during the short ex- 
periment of local option in Atlanta to show what 
would follow—clubs, where no one would superero- 
gate to himself the right to advise his fellow mem- 
ber as to the quantity or quality of what he should 
orshould not drink, would spring up on every 
hand. Young men, of uncertain age, would not be 
so closely questioned in such organizations as 
they now are ~by licensed bar men, 
and such as are now content with 
good malt liquors, would naturally drift into the 
baneful habits of whisky drinking to excess, simply 
because the former would be beyond their reach on 
account ofits bulk, All these evils would follow 
just as surely as day follows night, and I, for one, 
cannot see where any good moral result could follow 
the closing of the bars so long as liquors exist in the 
world, and solong as men are huian and not 
divine. Hence, in conclusion, I would suggest that 
it were wiser and better, and more in consonance 
with reason and justice, to follow the example of 
European nations (taking Germany as a special 
example) by fostering the production of good, 
wholesome beverages, for the enjoyment of the 
people, and by protecting them against adultera- 
tions injurious to health and morals; and, finally, 
by permanently establishing a gust but stringent 
license system governing thetraficin spirits and 
malt liquors, Yours in sincerity,

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condition as a camp can be made, in my judg- 
ment. There are acouple more buildings to 
be built, including alaundry. Fifteen build- 
ings arrived the day I left ready to be 
put into position, and by Sanday will be able 
to accommodate 500 people.

BACK FROM HENDERSONVILLE. 


The Arrival of Mrs. Mark Brotherton in 
Atlanta. 

Mrs. Mark Brotherton, accompanied by her 
two children, reached Atlanta last night from 
Hendersonville, N. C., and is stopping at Cap- 
tain W. H. Brotherton’s residence. 

Mrs. Brotherton’s sad history is well known 
to Atlantians. Her husband, who died of 
yellow fever in Jacksonville a month ago, was 
a brother to Captain W. H. Brotherton, of 
Atlanta. After Mr. Brotherton’s death Mrs. 
Brotherton remained in Jacksonville until 
about fifteen days _ ago when she 
left on the overnment train for 
Hendersonville, ‘hat train passed through 
Atlanta, and while it was standing in the 
union depot Captain Brotherton conversed 
with his sister-in-law, and did all that could 
be done to make her situation pleasant. After 
she reached Atlanta last night she related an 
interesting story about the trip from Jackson- 
ville to Hendersonville, and about her sojourn 
in that village. 

“The train upon which we left Jackson- 
ville,’’ said Mrs. Brotherton, ‘‘was similar to 
all railway trains. It wasas good as any, but 
no better. The cars were full, but not crowded, 
and we were supplied with such conveniences 
as the traveliug public usually have. 
But the ride was a -decidedly un- 

yjieasant one. The train was just -what 
it is now being called—a yellow fever train. 
Every person on it had been in the infected 
country, and no one knew at what second a 
case might develop on the train. This was 
what made the ride so unpleasant. Imagine, 
if you can, the feelings of those on the train.”’ 

**How were you received along the line ?”’ 

‘‘As well as could have been expected. At 
many places we were given all we needed.” 

‘‘How did you find tLendersonville ?’’ 

“Well, there is quite a colony of refugees 
there and they seem very well satisfied. 
While in Hendorsonville one of my children 
was sick, and fora time I was afraid that it 
was the yellow fever, but it was not. I re- 
mained there until I was permitted to leave, 
and will stay in Atlanta until after frost.’’

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ALMOST KILLED. 


A Negro Man Found in a Dying 
Condition. 


Bob Howard Assaulted and Beat—A House 
Barglarized—The Price Inquest— 
Other Police News. 


Bob Howard, a negro man well known in 


police circles, is lying upon a cot in the Ivy | 


street hospital in a dying condition. 

His head is covered with wounds. 

Early yesterday morning the watchman at 
the East Tennessee shops started on his rounds 
through the yards. When near the Atlanta 
glass works building he heard some one groan- 
ing, and at once began an investiga- 
tion. It was yet quite dark, 
and the watchman was about 
to abandon the search when he walked upon a 
man lying upon the ground, The groans were 
repeated as the watchman attempted to turn 
the man over, and then by the aid of a match 
the cause was ascertained. The negro—for 
such the watchman found the figure to be— 
was covered with blood. His head and face 
were battered, cut and bruised almost beyond 
recognition and life appeared almost 

one. The watchman quickly saw that 

e could do nothing for the man, and hurryin 
toa telephone at the — opened communi- 
cation with police headquarters. Sergeant 
White went out tolook into the matter, and 
after placing the negroin a hack, began an in- 
vestigation. Near the spot where Howard 
was found Sergeant White picked up a large 
coupling pin covered with blood and hair and 
with which some of the wounds upon 
the negro’s head were inflicted. Near 
the pin he found along knife blade smeared 
with blood, but the handle could not be found. 

The negro was recognized as an East Ten- 
nessee hand, and Sergeant White soon ascer- 
tained that Thursday had been pay day with 
him. Late that evening Howard was seen 
with two or three other negroes, all of whom 
are known to be card players. It 1s 
presumed that Howard and his companions 
engaged in a game of cards and that 
a@ quarrel ensued, but Howard denied this view 
late lastnight. The officers were unable to 
find Howard’s companions, but after a careful 
search they ascertained that two negro men 
went down the road on the early morning 
train who are supposed to be Howard's as- 
sailants. ; 

Howard was taken to the Ivy street hospital 
where his wounds were examined and dressed. 
Bruises and gashes without number 
were found, some of which are pronounced 
extremely dangerous. Up to midnight last 
Howard remained unconscious, but about that 
time he came around and in response to ques- 
tions stated that two men sprang upon him, 
and after beating him to the earth, went 
through his pockets. 

They Were Sent to the Pile.

They were Maggie Bell, a white 
woman, and Dr. J. M. Langford, the veterina- 
ry surgeon.

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IT STOOD ALL TESTS. 
The Pine Straw Bagging Seems to Be the 
Thing. 

CHARLESTON, 8S. C., September 21.— 
[Special.]~An important trial was made to- 
day, which promises untold benefits to the en- 
tire south. 

Two bales of cotton were covered with pine 
straw bagging, at present manufactured near 
Wilmington, N.C. They were put through 
the compress where they were subjected to a 
pressure of 1,000 tons and were then given toa 
gang of longshoremen, who used their hooks 
freely, passing the bales about for fifteen or 
twenty minutes. The bagging stood the test. 
Water was next poured over the bags and was 
shed as freely as by the juté bagging. Fire 
was applied to both jute and pine 
straw bags and there was no difference in the 
result. Tests were also made as to the staining 
of cotton with equally satisfactory results. 

At the close of the experiment, .which was 
witnessed by many members of the exchange, 
it was the unanimous opinion that the right 
substitute had been found for jute. The two 
bales were sent to New York tonight and will 
be exhibited at the New York cotton ex- 
change. The new fibre is made from the 
leaves of the pine, which is the prevailing for- 
est wood all over the south. 


They May be Lynched. 

CHEYENNE, Wyoming, September 21.—Two 
ren enroute to Washington territory, over- 
land, stopped at Rock Springs, Sweetwater 
county, Wyoming, yesterday to purchase sup- 
lies. They became intoxicated and engaged 
in a saloon brawl with coal miners. One of 
the strangers drew a six shooter and emptied 
it into the crowd. Dick Davis was instantly 
killed, and Phil Shaffer and Dan Harrison 
wounded. After the shooting the strangers 
jumped into their wagon and drove rapidly 
out of town. Two officers, who followed on 
foot, were fired upon by the emigrants. In 
the exchange of shots one stranger was 
wounded and both horses killed. The men 
were arrested. The miners tried to take the 
prisoners from the officers when enroute to 
jail. There is every probability that the men 
will be lynched. Rock Springs was the scene 
of a Chinese riot several years ago, and the 
element which led to the slaughter of China- 
men still predominates there.
